A PROCLAMATION,

To the Church of Jesus Christ (of latter 
day saints) who are the humble followers 
of our blessed Lord and Saviour, accord- 
ing to the new and everlasting covenant 
given to the church of Christ, which was 
organized on the 4th day of April A. D. 
1880, by revelation and commandment 
from God for the last time, upon the 
foundation of the sacred records of the 
holy Bible and Book of Mormon, with the 


revelations given by the Holy Spirit of | 
God, through Joseph Smith, the prophet | 


and first apostle to the church of Obrist 
in these last days, 

There are now a community of members 
of the primitive organization of the churoh 
of Christ (of latter-day saints) who have 
maintained a faithful adherence te the full - 
ness of the everlasting gospel of Christ, 
in living and walking in all righteous- 
ness according to the faith and doctrine 
of the church of Christ from the begining 
down to the present time, who have now 
commenced to gather back to Jackson 
and its surrounding Counties, in the 
State of Missouri, in fulfillment of the 
revelations concerning the gathering of 
the saints. A considerable number of 
‘amnilies emigrated to this section of the 


country last year and many more are pre- 
paring to emigrate this year. The atten- 
tion cf all the pure in heart are now, call- 
ed to this very important subject. 

The gathering of the sainta le a doctrine 
of the Bible, showing that at some per toad 
of time it would be proclaimed to the 
world, Thenit would become the duty of 
all those who are of the true Christian 
faith, in order to escape the judgements or 
God that are to fall upon a proud and 
lukewarm professing world, that the 
saints should then gather together and 
settle down in some section of country and 
form a peaceable and righteous commun 
ity, living and walking In the true Chris 
tian faith in keeping all the command- 
ments of Jesus Christ the son of the only 
true God, who will preserve bis people 
in that day of calamity which shall fal! 
upon the proud nations of the earth, as 
the Savigr has said: And there sha)! 
be signs in the sun, and in the moon, 
and in the stars; and upon the arth 
distress of nations, with rt. the sen 
and ties waves roaring: Mens’ bears 
failing them for fear, and for looking af- 
ter those things which are coming on the 
earth; for the powers of the heaven sbai! 
be shaken. Bake 21, 26-06. The die- 
tress of nations with perplexity’ spoken 
of ‘here by the Saviour, is that same 
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period of time when Babylon sball fall, a 


is stated in John’s Bev. chapters 17 and 
18, which Is to be by famine, pestilence 
and the sword. This great wreck of ruin 
that is to befall Babylon, is that same groat 


event of peril in the ‘‘distress of nations, 


with perplexity,’’ also mens“ hearts fail- 
ing them for fear, and for loooking after 
those things which are coming on the 
earth.“ From a general view of all the 
great nations of the earth, in their mighty 
commotions at this present time, clearly 
show that we are no longer on the verge 
of those dreadful events, but that we have 
actually entered into the great era of 
scourges that shall lash the proud and un- 
ruly nations of the whole earth into that 
very lamentable, distress of nations 
with perplexity” that was foretold by the 
Saviour. The downfall of Babylon has 
been fore-told by the greatest of the great. 

And altbongh that terrible event is just 
at our doors, yet the nations appear to be 
unapprieed and soundly sleeping as 
though they would be only awakened at 
the rumbling crash of their fatal ruin: 
While the signs of the times so forcibly 
fureshadow the coming fate, that it seems 
the yery death knell is tolling that awful 
dcom. 

Those mighty events that are to befall 
the nations of the earth, bave long since 
been foretold by the blessed Saviour and 
the holy prophets of old; nearly eighteen 
hundred years have passed away since 
that prophetic era of the Jewish prophets 
was closed, all their inspired pens on this 
subject seemed to point to some far dis- 
tant day from their own prophetic peri- 
od. Time has rolled on, century after 
century has passed away, and time is 
still on the wing, moving steadily along 
until we are brought down to witness the 
long foretold tragic scenes of ruin, the 
‘distress of nations;” the downfall of 
Babylon! And although the Seren 
world count their many millions profess 
Ing to have a form of godliness, yet 
among them all there is found no inspired 
mind like holy men of old to warn the 
proud nations of the threatened judge 
ments of God that is just about to burst 
upon them. But theallwise God raised up 


worthy servant, Joseph Smith. 


Joseph Smith, a propbet, bold and indepen- 
dent of the opposing millions, and likethe 
inspired minds of old, positively declared 
the time had now come for the accom- 
plishment of all those wonderful things 
in this age of the world. The following is 
from the prophet Joseph Smith; “And 
now I am prepared to say by the authori- 
ty of Jeans Christ that not many vears 
shall pass away before the United States 
shall present such a scene of bloodshed as 
das nota parallel in the history of our 
nation ; pestilence, hail, famine and eartb- 
quakes will sweep the wicked of this gen- 
eration from off the face of the land, 
to open and prepare the way for the return 
of the lost tribes of Ierael from the north 
country. The people of the Lord, those 
who have complied with the requisitions 
of the new covenant, have already com- 
menced gathering together to Zion, which 
is in the State of Missouri; therefore | 
declare unto you the warning which the 
Lord bas commanded me to declare unto 
thie generation, remembering that the 
eyes of my Maker are upon me, and that to 
him I am accountable for every word | 
say, Wishing nothing worse to my fellow- 
men than thelr eternal salvation: there- 
fore, fear God and give glory to bim for 
the hour of hisjudgement is come.” Re 
pent ye, repent ye, and embrace the ever- 
lasting covenant, and flee to Zion before 
the overflowing scourge overtake you, for 
there are those now living upon the earth 
whose eyes shall not be closed in death 
until they see all these things, which | 
dave spoken fulfilled. Remember these 
things; call upon the Lord while he is 
near, and seek him while he may be 
found, is the exhortation of your an- 
The 
above prophecy is dated in the year 1888, 
—See Times and Seasons, vol. 5, page 
707. 

The following is a revelation from the 
prophet Joseph Smith, given Dec. 26, 1889 
“Verily thus saith the Lord, concerning 


| the wars that will shortly come to pass, 


beginning at the rebellion of South Caro- 
lina; which will eventually terminate in 
the Jeath and misery of manysouls. The 
days will come that war will be poured ö 
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out upon all nations, begining at that 
place; for behold the southern States shall 
be divided against the Northern States, 
and the Southern States will call on other 
nations even the mation of Great Britian, 
as it is called, and they shall also call 
upon other nations, im order to defend 
themselves against other nations; and 
thus war shall be poured out upon all 
nations. And it shall come to pass, 
after many days, slaves shall rise up 
against their masters, who shall be 
marshaled and disciplined for war.— 
And it shall come to pass also, that the 
remnants who are left of the land 
will marshal themselves, and shall be 
come exceeding angry, and shall vex the 
Gentiles with ajsore vexatjon; and thus, 
with the sword, and by bloodshed, the 
inhabitants of the earth shall mourn; 
and with famine, and plague, and earth- 
quakes and the thunder of heaven, and 
the flerce and vivid lightning also, shall 
the inhabitants of the earth be made to 
feel the wrath and indignation and chas- 
tening hand of an Almighty God antil 
the consumption decreed hath made a 
full end of all nations; that the cry of 
the Saints, and of the blood of the Saints 
shall cease to come up into the ears of 
the Lord ot Sabaoth from the earth, to be 
avenged of their enemies. Wherefore, 
stand ye in holy places and be not moved 
until the day of the Lord come for behold 
it cometh quickly, saith the Lord.— 
Amen.“ 

The following revelation given by 
Joseph Smith the propbet A. D. 1388: 
Hearken, O ye people of my church, saith 
the voice of him who dwells on high and 
whose eyes are upon all men; yea, verily 
1 say, hearken ye people from afar, and 
ye that are upon the Islands of the Sea, 
listen together; for verily the voice of 
the Lord is unto all men, and there is 
none te escape, and there is no eye that 
shall not see; neither ear that shall not 
hear; neither heart that shall not be 
penetrated ; and the rebellious shall be 
pierced with much sorrow for their In- 
iquities shall be spoken upon the house- 
vealed; and the voice of warning shall

be unto all people. * * Wherefore, 
the volce ef the Lord is uato the ends 
of the earth, that all that will hear may 
hear; prepare ye, prepare ye, for that 
which is to come, for the Lord is nigh ; 
and the anger of the Lord is kindled, and 
bis sword is bathed in heaven, and it sball 
fall upon the inhabitant of the earth, and 
the arm of the Lord shall be revealed, and 
the day cometh that they who will not 
bear the voice of the Lord, neither the 
voice of his servents, neither give heed to 
the words of the prophets and apostles, 
shal] be out off from among the people for 
they have strayed from mine ordinances. 
and have broken mine everlasting cove 
nant; they seek not the Lord to establinb 
bis righteousness, butevery wan walketb 
in bis own way, and after the image ot 
his own god whose imaye is in the like 
ners of the world, and whose substance ins 
that of an idol, which waxeth old and 
sball periah in Babyion, even Babylon 
tie great, which shall fall. Wherefore, 1 
the Lord, kaowing the calamity which 
should come upon the inbabitants of the 
earth, called upon my servant Joseph 
Smith jr, and spake unto bim from 
beaven, aod gave bim commandments; 
and also gave commandments to others ; 
that they should proclaim these things 
unto the world, aad all this that it micht 
be fulfilled which was written by the 
prophets,’’—See Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants, section first 

When the Jewieh natien was 3 
of their great destruction dy the Saviour 
and his aposties, the Jews would aot be- 
lieve the Gavior’s declarations but mook- 
ed at hisaayings, Between d and 40 years 
afterwards when those destructions were 
falling upon the Jews in fulfillment ofthe 
saviors prediction concerning them, they 
still could not see shat it was in, 
ance with the Saviour statement, But 
in this age-of the world the peeple greatly 
wonder, at the stupiditynef dde Jews ; 
while wt the same ‘ime there are more than 
fifty times fheamount of thejadgements of 
God being poured ont upon this genera- 
tion in fulfillment of Joseph Gmith’s:rev- 
ela ions; yet the greet mass of the people 
are as equally dull in their apprebension 
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of these things as the Jews were of their 
destractions. And still to see the mil- 
lions of people moeking at Joseph Smith’s 
revelations, while the awful calamities 
predicted by him are positively being 
fulfilled literaly upon their own heads, 
which is traly a great wonder to those 
who are in possession of the knowledge of 
these important facts. 

The revelations of Joseph Smitb clear- 
ly show that he haa in the name and by 
the authority of Jesus Christ, abselutely 
announced to the world ofall mankind 
that the dreadful judgements of God spo- 
ken of by the holy prophets concerning 
the downfall of Babylon and the ‘‘distress 
of nations with perplexity”? as declared 
by the Saviour, shall in all certainty fall 
upon this present generation of the nine- 
teenth century. And yet the nations of 
the earth seem tobe no better prepared 
to perceive their approaching ruin than 
the Jewish nation was heforc its fatal fall. 
It is certainly a very plain fact that the 
great civil war in the United States be- 
tween the Northern and Southern States 
is in fulfillment of the revelation that 
Joseph Smith gave concerning the bloody 
scenes ef war commencing at South Caro- 
lina, which Joseph Smith said, will 
eventually terminate in the death and 
misery of many souls.” Every history 
on the subject of the American civil war 
announces this fact, as well as public 
lecturers, statesmen, and all speakers and 
writers on this subject declare the same 
things concerning the horrid scenes ef the 
civilwar. ‘The fact that the Federal Gov- 
ernment: did arm and discipline many 
thousands of the slaves to aid and assist 
in crushing out the-rebellion, is in fult᷑ Ul- 


ment of Joseph's revelation which says. 


“And it shall cometo pass after many 
days, slaves, shall rise up against their 
masters who shall be marshaled and dis- 
diplined for war.“ And again the 
ciroumstanoe of the Indians raising them- 
selves upin demas against the government 


of the United States is aleo in fulfillment 
of the prophecy of Joseph Smith, which 
says. And it hall come to pass also, 


that the remnants (Indians) who are left 


shall become exceeding angry, and shall 
vex the gentiles with a sore vexation.”’ 
The great destruction of buman life and 
waste of property that has been committed 
against the people of the United States 
by the Indians, beginning with the massa- 
cre in Minesota aad the subsequent 
Indian wars recently extended through 
the Western Territories, which when ta- 
ken in connection with the heavy expense 
of the Indian war upon the government 
is surely a very grievous vexation to the 
people of the United States. Another 
very important prophecy in Joseph 
Smith’s revelations that is worthy of no- 
tice, which says: ‘The days will come 
that war will be poured out npon all 
nations beginning at South Carolina.“ 
After the rebellion and civil war began 
to rage furiously through the United 
States; then immediately the Mexican 
Republic was invaded by Maximillian 
through the assistance of Boneparte, which 
brought on a war in Mexico. Then quick- 
ly followed the Danish war by an attack 
from the German States, and in quick 
succession followed the Austrian and 
Prussian war, involving Italy, and in 
addition to this the italian revolution 
conducted by Garibaldi. And aleo the 
Candian war between the Cretans and 
Turks, und the Spanish invasion and wars 
upon the republics of South America and 
also the revolutions and warsthat have 
spread through nearly all the republics 
of both central and South America; and 
to this must also be added the siege and 
war at Rome, the Pope fighting for his 
political arenas and claims of church 
property, and also the ramored wars be- 
tween Great Britain and the King of 
Abysinnia, and to this account should 
also be added the great China war, which 
has swept its millions from the stage of . 
action into eternity; their accounts of 
their losses are very great extending from 
25.000,000, to 100,000,000. O how awful 
the horrors of war must have been. But 
even after all this the bloody scene iw not 
ended, the indications and rumors of 
wars and blood shed are greater to-day 


of the land will matshal themselves and for a further continuance than they were 


in the year 1861, when they first began in | 
South Carolina. It is surely the hight of 
folly for any man or set of men td say 
that Joseph Smith was not inspired 
when he predicted those wonderful events 
so accurately falfilled and closely con- 
nected in the short space of only seven 
years, in which twenty‘five nations of 
the earth have been involved in horrible 
war and blood shed to the loss of above 
100,090.000, of humav beings, and thou- 
sands of billions of dollars; such a 
waste of property and loss of life in so 
short a period of time cannot be found 
asa parallel in the history of the globe, 
and yet the dark forebodings show that 
war and revolution has only commenced. | 
But this is not al! that Joseph Smith has 
reyeale. concerning the judgements of 
God that should be sent forth upon a 
proud and unregenerate world. The fol- 
lowing fs a revelation purporting to be 
the words of Christ to Joseph Smith, given 
March, 1831. “And in that day shall be 
heard of wers and rumors of wars, and 
the whole earth shall be in commotion 
and mens’ hearts snall fail them, and they 
shall say that Christ delayeth his com- 
ing, until the end of the earth. And 
the love of men shall wax cold, and In- 


„ iquity shall abound; and when the time 


of the Gentiles is come in, a light shall 
break forth among them that sit in dark- 
ness, and it shall be the fulness of my gos- 
pel, but they recieve it not, for they per- 
ceive not the light, and they turn their 
hearts from me because of the precepts 
of men ; and in that generation shall the 
times of the Gentiles be fulfilled; and 
there shall be men standing in that gen- 
eration, that shall not pass, until they 
shall see an overflowing scourge; for a 
sickness shall cover the land; 
but my disciples shall stand in holy places 
and shall not be moved; but among the 
wicked, men shall lift up their voices 
and curse God and die’ And there shall 
be earthquakes, also, in divers places and 
many desolations, yet men will harden their 
hearts against me} and they wilt take up 


the sword one against another, and they 
will a one — Book. D. C. Sec, 15 
par. 


Among the many scourges spoken 
of in the above revelation, it is evi 
dent the cholera is referred to in the des 
olating sickness that was to cover the 
land; many millions of human beings 
have been.swept down by that fatal dis- 
ease. This terrible scourge of mankind 
called cholera was predicted by Joseph 
in another revelation given in March 
1829, stating that it should be poured ont 
upon the inhabitants of the earth from 


time to time, in the following words: 


“Fora desoluting scourge shall go forth 
among the inhabitants of the earth, and 
shall continue to be poured out, from time 
to time, if they repent not, until the carth 
is empty, and the inhabitants thereof are 
consumed away, and utterly destroyed 
by the brightness of my coming. Behold 
I tell you these things even as I also told 
the people of the destruction of Jerusalem, 
and my word shall be verified at thi; 
timeas it hath hitherto been verified. 
— Book D. C. Sec. 32, par. 3. The cholera 
first appeared on the Western Continent 
in 1882, and since the year 1820 this terri- 
ble scourge of mankind has been poured 
out upon the inhabitants of both conti- 
nents at three seperate periods of time. 
The people of the United States suffered 
severely from the cholera between the 
years 1846 and 1854. The very name of 
cholera, upon entering a town or village, 
struck terror to its inhabitants, yet under 
all those severe chastisements, the people 
grew proud, haughty and insolent toward 
each other, and the churches as well as the 
States divided against each other, filled 
with hatred and revenge, and between the 
years 1861 and 1866 they took up the sword 


as Joseph Smith truly said, and killed 
each other by hundreds of thousands. 


In rage to kill with spear and musket, — 
They scorned the warning of the prophet. 
Bager to glut in each others’ blood, 
They filled Joseph Smiths prophetic 
Thus saint and sinner fought to win, 
What moral suasion should have won. 
But when light, the blind refuse to see, 
Then God's judgements they justly re. 
ceive, | 
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Men in these last days much resemble 
the Jewish Pharisees, who professed to 
know God but denied the Christ. The 
sectarian world profess to have a torm 
of godliness but demy the power and 
gifts of the Holy Ghost, believing that 
they ceased with the aposties. A» much 
as to say, “since the fathers have fallen 
to sleep all things remain as they were.“ 
The gifts of the Holy Ghost are denied by 
all the sectarian factions, especially the 
gift ef prophecy. Therefore in their un- 
helief of the gifts ot the Holy Spirit, 
they are prepared, like the Jews, to re- 
ject the counsel of God, and fulfill the 
very identical things that the prophets 
declared shotid fall upon their own 
heads to their final overthrow. Though 
they have learned many useful arts and 
sciences, and attained to great knowl- 
edge in many things, especially the 
affairs of this world, yet they do not 
rightly cemprehend that spiritual light 
in which the wisdom of God is made 
manifest to his saints through the ope- 
ration of the gifts of the Holy Spirit, ac- 
cording to the gospel of Chirst, and 
especially the gift of prophecy, through 
which the great wisdom and knowledge 
trom God is conveyed to his servants the 
prophets by revelation through faith in 
God. “Faith is the gift of God:“ the 
great leading principle of righteousness. 
Without faith it is impossible to please 
God.“ If God speaks to men by his 
prophets and they do not receive his 
word they will be offensive in his sight, 
and incar the threatened judgments.— 
The Jews rejected their prophets because 
they did not believe they were sent of 
God. They fell an ignominious fall.— 
Sectarianism is Babylon comprising the 
mother and her daughters; they reject all 
modern prophets and prophecies, Babylon 
is gentile; and the greatest of the great 
has said she shall fall. The warniag-voice 
of the Lord bas gone forth in these last 
days by the Spirit of prophecy dedlatfhg 
that the great event of the downfall of 
Babylon is at hand. And that the saints 
should gather out from her dominions 
and “‘stand in holy places,“ or in other 


words to gather together and dwell in

places where the Lord has appointed as 
places of safety, where he will protect 
them if they will keep all bis command- 
ments. Joseph Smith, who spake as a 
prophet sent of God, proclaiming the 
judgements that aball fall upon the wick- 
ed and unregenerate of mankind, has 
also by the authority and wisdom of God, 
pointed out a placeof gathering for the 
saints in the State of Missouri, in Jackson 
county, and the counties round about, as 
being the first place to which the saints 
should gather and stand or dwell as in a 
“holy place It beiag the appointed 
place of God where the righteous shall 
dwell together in peace and safety until: 
that place is full, when other places will 
be appointed. But they that willmot keep 
the peace of God walking zin all right 
eousness, God is able to send them away 
and make room for those that are more 
worthy, for God will gather the righteous. 
Therefore, let those who have faith, and 
love God, keep his commandments, and 
not fear; for God will gather his saints out 
of Babylon from the four corners of the 
earth, to stand in holy places, where 
they shall dwell together in all righteous- 
ness and be prepared to meet the Lord 
Jesus Chriat at his coming. The saints 


in these last days have a sure foundation 


as to the place of Zion, which is appointed 
by the hand of the blessed Lord to be in 


the State of Missouri as the following rev- 


elations plainly declare: Hearken. O ye 
elders of my church, saith the Lord your 
God, who have assembled yourselves to- 
gether according to my commandments. 
in this land which is the land of Missouri. 
which is the land which I have appointed 
and consecrated,for the gathering of the 
saints. Wherefore, this is the land of 
promise and the place for the city of Zion. 
And thus saith the Lord your Ged, if you 
will receive wisdom, here is: wisdow. 
Beboid the place witch ia now called In- 
dependence, is the center place, and the 
pot fer the Temple as lying westward 
upon a lot which is not far from the Court 
House; wherefore, it is wisdom that the 
land should be purchased by the saints.“ 
Joseph Smith, given in 1881.— Book, D. C. 
Section 27, par. 1st. 
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And again, “A revelation of Jesus 
Christ unto his servant Joseph Smith, jr, 
and six elders, as they united their hearts 


and lifted their voices on high; yea, the 


word ef the Lerd concerning his church 
established in the last days fer the resto- 
ration of his people as he has spokem by 
the mouth of his prophets, and for thegath- 
ering of his saints to stand upon. mount 
Zion, which shall be the city New Jerus- 
alem, which city shall be built, beginning 
at the Temple Lot, whieh is appointed by 
the finger of the Lord, in the western boun- 
dares of the State of Missouri, and dedi- 
cated by the hand of Joseph Smith, jr., 
and others, with whom the Lord was well 
pleased. Verily, this is the word of the 
Lord, that the city New Jerusalem shall 
be built by the gathering of the saints, 
beginning at this place, even the place of 
the temple, which temple shall -be reared 
in this generation; for verily, this gen- 
eration shall not all pass away until an 
house shall be built unto We Lord, and 
a cloud shall rest upon it, which cloud 
shall be éven the glory of the Lord which 
shall fill the house.“ Joseph Smith, given 
in 1882, Book D. C. seetion 4, par. 1 and 2 

And again: And now, behold this is 
the will of the Lord your God concerning 
his saints that they should assemble them- 
selves together anto the land of Zion, not 
in baste lest there should be confusion, 
which bringeth pestilence. Behold the 
land of Zion! | the Lord holdeth it in 
mine own hand, nevertheless, I the Lurd 
rendereth unto Ceser the things which 
are Ceser’s. Wherefore, I the Lord will- 
eth, that you should purchase the lands, 
that you may have advantage of the 
world, that you may have claim upon the 
world, that they may not be stirted up to 
anger; for satan putteth it into their 
hearts to anger against you, and te’ the 
shedding of blood; wherefore the land of 
Zion shall not be obtained but by pur 
chase.” Joseph Smith. given in m 
Book D. C. Section 20, par 8. 


And again: “Hearken O ye elders of ‘ering 


my church, and give ear to my word, 
and learn of -me what I will concern- 
ing you and also concerning this land 


unto which I have sent you; for verily | 


] say unto you, — is de that 1 
my commandments, whether in life er in 


death; and be that is faithful in tribula- 


tion the reward of the same: is greater in 

the kingdom of heaven. Ye cannot behold 
with your natural eyes; for the present 
time, the design of your God cencerning 
these things which shall come hereafter, 
and theglory which shall follow, after 
much tribulation. For after much tribu- 
lation cometh the blessings. 

Wherefore, the day cometh that ye shall 
be crowned with much glory; the hour is 
not yet but is nigh at hand. Remember 
this which I tell you before, that you may 
lay it to heart, and receive that which 
shall follow. Behold, verily I say unto 
you, for this cause I have sent you that 
you might be obedient, and that your 
hearts might be prepared to bear testi 
mony of the things which are to come; and 
also that you might be honored of laying 
the foundation, and of bearing record of 
the land upon which the Zion of God shall 
stand.“ * * “Let no man break the laws 


of the land, for he that keepeth the laws of 


God, hath no need to break the laws vi 
the land; wherefore be subject to the 
powers that be, until he (Christ) reigns 
whose right it is to reign, and subdue all 
enemies under bis feet. Behold the laws 
which ye have received from my hand, 
are the laws of the church; and in this 
light ye shall hold them forth.

The following revelation as well as 
those before mentioned show that the ap- 
pointed place for the gathering of the 
saints is never to be moved from Jack- 
son and the surrounding counties, in 
the State Of Missouri; and that no other 
place or places shall ever be appointed 
for the gathering of the saints until that 
place which is already appointed is first

inheritance, they and their children, with 
songs of everlasting joy, to build up the 
watse places of Zion ; and all these things 
that the prophets might be fulfilled: and 
behold there is none other plaee appoint- 
ed, neither shall there be any other place 
appointed than that which I have appoint- 
ed for the work of the gathering of my 
saints, until the day cometh when there is 
found no more room for them; and then 
I have other places which I will appoint 
unto them, and they shall be called stakes 
for the curtains or the strength of Zion“ 
Joseph Smith, given Dec. 1838—Book. D 
C. Section 97, par 4. 

The foregoing revelations establish 
the fact beyond all possibility of doubt 
that the only appointed place for the gath- 
ering of the saints is in the State of 
Missouri, from whence they were driven 
out because of transgressions by which 

the enemy had power to disperse them. 

he revelation showing the cause of their 
being driven out and scattered is in the 
following words. ‘Behold I say unto you 
there were jarrings, and contentions, and 
envyings, and strifes, and lustful and cov- 
etous desires among them, therefore by 
these things they polluted their inheri- 
tances. They were slow to dearken unto 
the voice of the Lord their God. Therefore 
the Lord their God is slow to bearken un- 
to their preyers, to answer them in the day 
of their trouble. In the day of their peace 
they esteemed lightly my counsel; but in 
the day of their trouble of necessity they 
feel after me. Verily, I say unto you, 
notwithstanding their sins, my bowels, 


are filled with compassion towards them; | 


1 will not utterly cast them off, and in 


the day of wrath I will remember mercy. 
I have sworn, and the decree hath gone 
forth by a former commandment which 
I have given unto you, that 1 would let 
fall the sword of mine indignation in the 
behalf of my people; and even as I have 
said it shall come to pass. Mine indigne- 
tion is soon to be poured out without 
measure upon all nations, and this will I 
do when the cup.of their iniquity is full. 
And in that day, all who are found upon 
the watch tower, or in other words, all 
mine Israel shall be saved. And they that 


bave been scattered shall be gathered.“ 
Joseph Smith, given in 1888.—Book D. C. 
Bection 97, par 8 and 4. 

The above quotation shows very clearly 
that the saints were driven from Missouri 
because of their own transgressions; but 
it also shows that after certain things 
should transpire their should be a gatb- 
ering of the saints back to the appointed 
place of Zion. The falling of the sword 
and laying-waste the lands in Missouri 
are the special things that the afore-men- 
tioned revelation predicts should first 
transpire to open and prepare the way 
for the return of thesaints; ‘‘that I would 
let fall the sword of mine indignation iu 
the behalf of my people.“ There never 
was a more exact fulfillment of any 
prophecy announced by inspired pens 
or lips, than the accomplishment .of this 
positive fact ; that the civil war in a day 
of wrath and indignation upon the people, 
has laid waste vast regions of land in the 
State of Missouri, which has opened and 
prepared the way for the return of the 
saints as the prophet Joseph Smith has 
said; and yet the people do not perceive 
this fact, and unfortunately there are 


many who believe in the gathering of the 


saints that have not been sufficiently awa- 
kened te their best interests on this subject 
which if they neglect to avail themselves of

ments then you have God’s agsurance he 
will protect you; whereas if you have 
faith in Ged’s warning voice and respect- 
fully believe in the gathering of the saints 
of God, then go ye in to the promise land. 

„Hearken, O ye people of my church, 
saith the Lord your God and hear the 
word ef the Lord concerning you; the 
Lord who shall suddenly come to his tem- 
ple; the Lord who shall come down upon 
the world with a curse to judgement ; yea 
upon all the nations that forget God, and 
upon all the ungodly among you. For 
he shall make bare his holy arm in the 
eyes of all the nations, and all the ends 
of the earth shall see the salvation of 
their God. Wherefore, prepare ye, pre- 
pare ye, O my people; sanctify your- 
selves; gather ye together, O ye people of 
my church, upon the land of Zion, all you 
that have not been commanded to tarry. 
Go ye out from Babylon. Be ye clean 
that bear the vessels of the Lord. Call 
your solemn assemblies, and speak often 
one to another. And let every man call 
upon the name of the Lord ; yea, verily I 
say unto you again, the time has come 
when the voice of the Lord is unto you. 
Go ye out ot Babylon; gather ye out 
from among the nations, from the four 
winds, from one end of heaven to the 
other. Send forth the elders of my 
church unto the nations which are afar 
off; unto the islands of the sea; send 
forth unto foreign lands; call upon all 
nations; firstly, upon the Gentiles, and 


then upon the Jews. And behold and lo 


this shall be their cry, and the voice of 
the Lord unto all people. Go ye forth 
unto the land of Zion, that the borders of

be shall command the great deep, and it 
shall be driven back into the north coun.

That the set time for the gathering of 
the saints has come, and the place appoint- 
ed dy the hand of the Lord is clearly 
established by the foregoing revelations 
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as well as the signs of the times, concur 
in the fulfillment of all the prophets on 
the subject of the gathering of the saints.

‘Those who transgress the 
laws of the church, will also break the 
laws of the land, and all such are request- 
ed to stay away. 

The lawe of Missouri are most admira- 
bly well adapted for a legal protection 
of the religion of Christ, in the observance 
of all the laws and ordinances of the 
Christian institution, which is one of the 
greatest blessings of God in the gift of a 
free government bestowed upon a free 
people for eivil and religious protection; 
and every saint will feel to adore the God 
of heaven with gratitude for those just 
and equitable laws of the land and every 
transgressor known to the church as a 
violator of the laws of Christ and the just 
iaws of the land sball not be tolerated by 
the church of Christ (of latter day saints ;) 
and farther all the false doctrines that 
are taught and practiced among the dif- 
ferent organizations of those unworthily 
called latter day saints, which have ever

and that the first god, as it is termed, was 
once a man, and grew by’ degrees to be 
god, and that men by a system of exalta- 
tion will eventually become to be gods:

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this subject is from a worthy author (Mr. 
Gillis) who says : 

‘Relics of American arts are of pecul- 
iar interest, inasmuch as they are con 
nected with the solution of the greatest 
problems in human history. Here is one 
half of the planet without a page of writ- 
ten record, without legends or traditions. 
From its first occupancy at a period 
whose date noone can tell or even con- 
jecture, down to comparatively recent 
days, it presents to the historian, instead 
of achronicle of dynasties of stirring 
actions and mighty events, a huge and 
silent blank—not the name of an indi- 
vidual nor the sound of a foot-fall pre- 
served. Comparatively speaking. it was 
but yesterday that the continents were 
discovered, and the fact of their being in 
possession of a peculiar race proclaimed 
to the rest of the world; and now, as 

hen, there is little more information to 
be obtained from the Indians respecting 
their predecessors than from the native 
quadrupeds. Whatever is to be known, 
has to be drawn out of the ground; out 
of what the plough turns up; what 
mounds, graves, and existing earth-works 
may. disclose, and what architectural 
ruins may afford. These are the only 
archieves remaining of the deeds and 
destinies of the old inhabitants of the 
hemirphere ; and hence everything regis- 
tered in them, however trifling under 
other circumstances it might be consid- 
ered, has a value proportioned to the in- 
sight it may give into national or social 
habits and conditions. The American 
aborigines are melting away, and apart 
from the moral view of the subject, there 
is much that is due tothem. Poor them 
selves, they have enriched others. Be 
sides bequeathing to us the noblest of 


earthly inheritances, their contribations= 


to the great staples of modern commerce 
dave never been excelled. To say noth- 
ing of the fur-trade; nor of the metals, 
from gold and mercary to copper and 
lead, in unprecedented profusion ; of 
bread plants, they gave us the potato, 
Indian corn, and mandloca; of poultry, 
the turkey and other fowls ; of raw ma- 
terials for manufactures, India-rubber ; 


of timber, mahogany, rose, satin, and at 
least two hundred other varieties of wood 
used ip ship-building carpentry, and for 
dying furniture and ornamental wares ; 
in medicine, Peruvian bark, jalap, and 
ipecacuanha. Then there is a list of 
plants, including tobacco, which have be- 
come necessities to such a degree that 
nations would stand aghast if threatened 
to be deprived of them. To a people to 
whom we owe 80 much, the least that we 
can do is to gather up for posterity what- 
ever memorials of them may fall in our 
way. A change in terrestrial occupancy 
on such a scale isan episode unparalled 
in the history of our globe; and though 
we who live during its accomplishment 
are in a manner indifferent to its magni- 
tude and to its bearings on the destinies 
of the species, in coming times, it will 
be discussed and referred toas one of 
ever memorable significance. United 
States Naval Astronomical Expedition, 
Vol. 2, puge 122 and 128. 


The Antiquities of North America, chief- 
ly in the United States: ‘‘In the absence 
of any written record of those numerous 
races which formerly peopled this hemis- 
phere. infomation must be sought in 
their monuments, and in their disinterred 
relics of their ancient manner of life.— 
These, considering the almost unbroken 
wilderness which presented itself to the 
firat white adventurers, are surprisingly 
numerous. They indicate the former ex- 
istence of populous nations, excelling in 
many of the arts of civilization, and ca- 
pable, by their numbers and combina 
| tion, of executing the most gigantic 
works for religion, public defence, and 
commemoration of the dead. Such relics, 
though, for the most part, not immedi- 
ately pertaining to the history of the 
Indian tribes, have supported the oon 
jectures advanced by Humbolt and other 
eminent cosmographers, thet these races 
, are but the dwindled end degraded re 

mains of once flourishing and popu- 
lous na tions. The retrograde process to 
which certain forms of incomplete civili- 
zation appear doomed, has perhaps been 


most strikingly exemplified in the differ- 
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ence to be discovered between the feeble 
and scattered tribes of the red race, and 
those powerful and populous communi- 
ties who occupied the soil before them.— 
The relics of the former people, gsually 
discovered on or slightly ben the 
surface of the ground, areof a rude and 
simple character, differing little from 
the specimens, common among their de- 
scendants of the present day. The flint 
arrow-head, chipped painfully into shape 


the stone tomahawk, knife, and chisel 


—the pipe, the rude pottery and savage 
ornaments, are the only relics: and these 
differ but little from the same articles 
still fabricated by their successors. Ex- 
cept among the Esquimaux, who occasion- 


ally use stone, and who avail themselves 


of the arch and dome in the construction 
of their snow huts, nothing like regular 
architecture can be assigned to the late or 
modern tribes occupying this continent 
northward of Mexico. The Indian tumu- 
li, or mounds of burial, are generally 
small and of simple construction. It has 
however, been rationally supposed that 
the force of religious custom, surviving 
art and civilization. has preserved to the 
red tribes this characteristic method of 
their forefathers; and that the rude bar- 
rows, which they still erect, are but the 
puny and dwindled descendants of those 
mighty mounds and terraced pyramids 
which still rear their heads, from the 
isthmus to the lakes, and from the shores 
of Florida to the Mexican Cordilleras. 
The origin of these and of other unques- 
tionabl ancient remains, is to the anti- 
quarian a question of the most lively and 
perplexing interest. Here, in unknown 
ages and for unknown periods, have ex- 
isted wealth, power, and civilization ; 
yet the remains by which these are indi- 
cated seem to furnish but a slight clew to 
the epoch and history of their long van- 
nished constructors. Within the mounds 
and mural embankments scattered 
through a large portion of this country, 
are found the remains of high mechanical 
and scientific art. Pottery, the most 
fragile of man’s works, yet almost iudes- 
tructible by time, still remains in large 
quantities and in good preservation. In 
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the composition and coloring of these ar- 
ticles, much chemical skill is evinced; 
while in many cases, their grace of form 
and perfection of finish rival the remains 
of Grecian or Etruscan art. Some of 
these ancient vessels are of immense 
size; one disinterred from a Western 
mound being eighteen feet in length by 
six in breadth. 

Glass beads of rare and elaborate con- 
struction have been found; stone orna- 
ments, skillfully wrought, and brick, 
much resembling that in modern use, 
have been often discovered. Metallic re- 
mains are frequent. Copper, used both 
for weapons and for ornament, bas often 
been found, and occasionally specimens, 
plated with silver, have been disinterred. 
At an ancient mound in Marietta, a silver 
cup finely gilded on the inside, was expos- 
ed to view by the washing of a stream. 
It has been often questioned whether the 
use of iron was known to these aborigin- 
al races; but except the occasional pres- 
ence of rust in the excavations, little has 
been ascertained with certainty—the per- 
ishable nature of that metal peculiarly 
exposing it to the destroying influence 
of time and dampness. — Inscriptions 
upon roeks, mostly of a hieroglyphic 
character, are numerous; and on the 
walls of several caverns in the west, 
some extraordinary specimens may be 
seen. In the same gloomy receptacles 
have been found members of a species of 


‘mummy, most carefully prepared, and 


beautifully covered with colored feathers, 
symmetrically arranged. Stone coffins 
and burial urns of great beauty have also 
been disinhumed from the western 
mounds. The mural remains in the 
United States alone, are of almost incred- 
ible number, and of most Imposing mag- 
nitude. It has been asserted by an ac 

curate western antiquarian—“!I should 
not exaggerate if I were to say that more 
than 5,000 might be found, some of them 
enclosing more than a hundred acres. 
The mounds and tumuli, be remarks, are 
far more numerous. Professor Rafines-. 
que ascertained the existence of more 
than 500 ancient monuments in Ken- 


‘ tucky alone, and 1,400 in other States 
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most of whieh be bad personally examin- 
ed. These remains appear most numer- 
ous in the vicinity of the Mississippi and 
its tributaries, and near the great lakes 


and the rivers which flow into them. 4 


striking proot of their immense antiqui- 
ty is to be found in the fact that the latter 
stand upon the ancient ma of the 
lakes, from which, in some immemorial 
uge, their waters are known to have re- 
ceded. 

Itis remarkable that these peculiar 
works of antiquity touch the ocean only 
in Florida at the Southern extremity of 
the Atlantic coast; and their greater 
number and magnitude in the South, and 
West seem to fortify the supposition that 
their founders caine originally from Mex- 
ico, and were, perhaps a people identical 
with the builders of Cholula and Teoti- 
huacan. The extent of some of these 
works is extraordinary. lo New York 
(where at least a hundred of them have 
been surveyed,) in the county of Ononda- 
ga, formerly existed the remains of a 
fortification enclosing more than five 
hundred acres. Three circular forts, dis- 
posed as atriangle, and situated about 
eight miles dietant from each other, 
served as its outworks, In many of 
these fortified places, considerable mili- 
tary skillis evinced; angles, bastions. 
and curtains, being frequently traceable. 
‘Though much defaced by time,“ says a 
traveller, of the intrenchments near 
hake Pepin, every angle was distin- 
Zuisbable, and appeared as regular, and 
fashioned with as much military skill, as 
if planned by Vauban himself.“ Some 
of the most remarkable of these works 
have been discovered in Georgia. On the 
banks of the Little River, near Wrights- 
borough, are found the remnants of “a 
stupendous conical pyramid, vast tetra- 
Lon terraces, and alarge sunken or ex- 
cavated area of a cubical form, encom— 
passed with banks of earth, and also the 
remains of an extensive town.” Other 
and similar struetures occur in the same 
region. On the Savannah, among other 
extensive remains, is a conical mound, 
truncated, fifty feet in height, and eight 
hundred in circumference at its base. In | 
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other portions, of the same region, a e 
found excavations, and vast quadrangu- 
lar terraces. Florida abonnds in vesti- 
ges of asimilar nature. At the West, 
these@emains assume a much more per- 
manent and imposing character. On a 
branch of the Maskingum river, in Ohio, 
a series of intrenchments and mounds 
two miles in length, and of great solidity 
of structure. is found to extst. in Lick- 
ing county, a most extensive range of 
fortifications, embracing or protecting 
an extent of several miles, has been 
traced. At Circleville, in the sdme State, 
were found two extensiye earthen en- 
closures, one an exact circle, and the 
other a correct square, corrésponding 


precisely to the cardinal points of the- 


compass; and a mound ninety feet in 
height. In most of these and other simi- 
lar ruins, stone was used, though to a 
limited extent. Parallel walls, commu- 
nicating with the water, sometimes at u 
distance of several miles, are features 
common to many of those structurea.— 
Farther West, the ex.ensiye use of brick 
in constructing similar edifices has been 
ascertained; and an arched sewer con- 
structed of stone, indicates a knowledge 
of architecture far superio™ to tliat pos- 
sessed by most semi-civilized nations.— 
In Missouri, and other regions of the 
West, the remains of stone buildings 
have been frequentl) ‘discovered—in one 
instance, those of a town, regularly laid 
out in streets and squares, upon the Mis- 
souri and Arkansas rivers, some of the 
most extensive. fortified works are 
found. In one of these, on the latter riv- 
er, are two immense mounds, trancated, 


‘each eighty feet high, and one thousand 


in circumference at the base. These gi- 

gantic mounds are among the most in- 
teresting and thickly scattered relics of 
the vanished races. Many of them are 
tumuli, or sepulchres of the dead, others 
were connected with the defensive forti- 
fications, and others of the grandest and 
most imposing aspect, were probably 
huge altars of idolatrous worship. (The 
usual material employed in their con- 
struction is earth, though occasionally 
they have been built of stone.) In gener- 
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al, these ancient mounds may be distin- 
guished from those of the Indians by 
their greater size, and still more certain- 
ly by the nature of their contcntej—' 
Some of these latter have already. 
been described. Besides utensils of 
lead, silver, and copper, the oxydized 
remains of iron bave beet found. Mica 
mirrors of various sizes, with a variety 
of marine shells are among the deposits. 


_ The practice of burning the dead ap- 
pears to have been common, masses of | 


ashes, and charcoal are often found mix- 
ed with incinerated bones. In Fairfield 
county, Ohio. a huge earthenware caldron, 
pluced upon a furnace, was disinterred. 
It was eighteen feet long by six broad; 
and contained the skeletons of twelve 
persons, besides vartous articles, which 
had been buried with them. They were 
in a large mound, fifteen feet below the 
surface of the earth. In the grea : mound 
at Circleville; an immense number of 
skeletons were found, all laid with their 
heads towards the centre. It Illinois, 
nearly opposite St Loufs, within the cir- 
cuit of afew miles, are more than one 
hundred and fifty mounds, some of ex- 
traordinary size. One of them, formerly 
occupied by monks of the Order of La 
Trappe, is ninety feet in height and near 
ly half a mile in cireumference. It is a 
remarkable circumstance that the soil - of 
which these huge conesare constructed, 
must occasionally have been brought’ 
from a great distance. Many others of 
great size, varying somewhat in form, 
yet all evineing a striking Amtlarity in 
construction, might also be deseribed.— 
The occasional existence of terraces or 
stages of ascent would seem to indicate 
a similarity of origin with the pyramidal 
structures of Mexico. Indeed, it is dif- 
ficult to suppose that the authors of these 
extensive remaius could havg had other 
than a South-Western origin. All are 
ancient in the extreme ; yet probably they 
were erected hy successive races, and the 
wost venerable antiquity seems attached 
to the forgst-covered, mounds. of, the 
West. Mr. Bradford, in his interesting 
researches into the origin of the Red:

Before farther quotations are pre- 
sented from this author, it appears that 
it would be-esaential to lay some impor- 
tant information beſore the reader con- 
cerning the. facilities that were in the 
hands of the aborginal jahbabitants of 
America, for constructing those wonder- 
ful works of art, »lieh. fave ever been 
considered by most if not all bistorians 
as a great mystery, how, they could have 
operated, without the use of iton ane 
the aid of some domestic, animale. in 
rearing those large mounds, and the cut- 
ting and removing such large blocks of 
stone from the quarrying, grounds; and 
the placing of them into those walled 
eities, of. their fortifications, and aleo 
wonderful pyramida,: towers, temples, 
roads and aqueducts; which have been 
discovered in such vast numbers in the 
wilds of America.
